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Drug paraphernalia a booming business

From cottage-industry beginnings 
about 10 years ago, drug parapher- 
nalia has grown into big business to- 
day with gross annual sales es- 
timated at over $1 billion. 

Those involved in the business say 
both marijuana and the devices sold 
for its use are here to stay. 

Drug-related devices have receiv- 
ed attention recently in Upland, 
where the city council is expected to 
approve final adoption tonight of an 
ordinance restricting sale and dis- 
play of paraphernalia at businesses 
frequented by minors. 

Upland’s ordinance declares sale 
land display of narcotic parapher- 
nalia a public nuisance in any 
business where persons under 18 not 
accompanied by a parent or legal 
guardian are admitted. 

Continued sales of the devices in 
Upland would be allowed in 
businesses where minors are ad- 
mitted only if the displays are in a 
separate room or enclosure iden- 
tified by a posted sign. 

What are drug paraphernalia? 

Loosely defined, drug parapher- 
nalia can be anything from plastic 
Baggies used to store marijuana to 

- elaborate gold accessories for 
preparing and ingesting cocaine. 

But the most commonly sold 
devices falling under the term are 
used to smoke marijuana: roach 
clips, pipes like those used for 
tobacco, water pipes or ‘‘bongs,”’ 
rollers and cigarette papers. 

Evidence suggests that more 
smokers rolling their own these 


days are filling their papers with pot 
rather than Bull Durham. 

Sid Crown — managing editor of 
Paraphernalia Magazine, a Los 
Angeles-based trade journal for the 
industry — said the first head shops 
specializing in the sale of drug 
devices sprang up in the Haight- 
Ashbury section of San Francisco 
and the East Village of New York 
City. 

“The industry as we know it today 
is about seven years old,’’ he said, 
adding that only in the last five 
years has the paraphernalia 
business become ‘“‘sophisticated”’ 
with large companies and national 
distribution. 

Crown and others estimated the 
annual gross sales of paraphernalia 
at $1 billion to $1.5 billion. 

He noted the number of marijuana 
smokers in the United States been 
estimated at anywhere from 20 
million to 70 million. 

Crown said the National Fashion 
and Boutique Show in New York 
City draws some 200 exhibitors 
three times a year to display the 
latest in paraphernalia. 

The Paraphernalia Trade Associa- 
tion was founded in 1977 and main- 
tains an emergency defense fund. 

Paraphernalia Magazine is 18 
months old and circulates to 17,500 
subscribers, including those in eight 
foreign countries, in the retail end of 
the business, Crown ‘said. 

Crown and others said the in- 
dustry concentrates’ on devices for 
what they term the ‘recreational 
drugs:*’ marijuana, hashish (refin- 
ed marijuana) and to some extent 


Upland ok’s restrictions 


The Upland City Council gave 
final approval Monday night to an 
ordinance restricting the sale and 
display of drug paraphernalia at 
businesses open to minors. 

Upland became only the second 
city in California to adopt such an 
ordinance. A similar ordinance went 
into effect in Lakewood late last 
month. 

The ordinance declares sale and 
display of narcotic paraphernalia a 
public nuisance in any business 
where persons under 18 not accom- 
panied by a parent or legal guardian 
are admitted. ' 

Sales of such devices — including 
marijuana pipes, water pipes, roach 
clips and other marijuana 
accessories — would be permitted 
where minors are admitted only if 
the displays are in a separate room 
or enclosure identified by a posted 
sign. 

The ordinance goes into effect in 
30 days, or Jan. 17.

bowling center

The Upland City Council approved plans Monday night 
for a 40-lane bowling center with a cocktail lounge and 11 
small shops, but not before hearing objections from 
nearby residents and tightening conditions for the $3.2 


A conditional-use permit was granted for the proposal 
on 5.4 acres near the southeast corner of Foothill 
Boulevard and Campus Avenue. 

Dr. Kenneth Colerick, a dentist with practices in Chino 
and Pomona; David Tedder, an Ontario businessman, 
and Greg Baderdeen, an Ontario tesident and former 
touring professional bowler, are thejprjnaipal partners in 


Baderdeen said plans are for the bowling center, the 
first phase of the project, to open in September 1979. 

Residents living south of the site} repeated objections 
they expressed before the Upland Planning Commission 
in October and November and during: an informal session 
with the developers Nov. 8. 

Fifteen residents opposed to the bowling alley attend- 
ed the council meeting and their representatives pointed 
out concerns over crime, traffic and noise they believe

the targets of th new ordinance — 
and his attorney, Daniel Fagan, 
made brief statements opposing the 
ordinance. 

(The attorney was incorrectly 
identified in Monday’s edition of The 
Daily Report as Mark Fagan. ) 

Verdries has indicated he will 
take legal action to test the or- 
dinance’s validity. A Los Angeles at- 
torney representing a firm with 
national distribution of the devices 
has also said he would challenge 
Upland’s ordinance. 

Verdries said that contrary to a 
previous statement at a council 
meeting, he tdkes pains to advertise 
that paraphernalia is sold at the 
store, rather than just records. 

He added that he does not believe 
the ordinanré will serve its intended 
purpose: curbing drug use by 
minors. 

Fagan suggested’ the city allow 
stores to set their own policies for- 
bidding sales of the devices to 
minors instead of requiring enclosed 
displays.

cocaine. 

Crown called the paraphernalia 
“impulse items.’’ Those involved in 
the industry readily concede that 
the devices they sell are not essen- 
tial for the use of marijuana. 

As the paraphernalia industry has 
grown, Crown added, it has branch- 
ed out into boutiques, motorcycle 
shops, liquor stores, dairies, record 
stores and almost ‘‘any other retail 
outlet.” 

‘‘Head shops are becoming 
anachronisms.”’ 

Complaints over the display and 
sale of paraphernalia at two record 
stores — The Wherehouse, 360 W. 
Footill Blvd., and Atlantis Records 


and Gifts, 110 E. Ninth St. — led the 
Upland City Council to pass its or- 
dinance. 

John and Mary Smith (not their 
real names) own a paraphernalia 
manufacturing and distributing 
business in the Pomona Valley that 
supplies Atlantis Records and Gifts. 

Despite the growth of the in- 
dustry, the fact that the couple re- 
quested anonymity for themselves 
and their small firm reflects that 
paraphernalia is still in the fringe 
area of accepted commerce. 

While the Smiths oppose the 
Upland ordinance, they said they do 
not expect it to hurt their sales. 
Smith said the ordinance “‘boils

down to a question of rights of the 
individual.”’ 

The Smiths, who have two 
children, said they do not see their 
involvement in the paraphernalia 
trade as advocating he use of drugs, 
pointing out the drug use preceded 
the organized manufacturing of the 
devices. 

Smith called the devices ‘‘big 
people’s toys,”’ and the couple said 
devices are often bought for collec- 
tions or as decorative items. 

As with other businesses, Christ- 
mas brings a hectic pace to work at 
the Smiths’ firm. 

Among the items they pointed out 
were water pipes that double as 


candleholders and beer mugs, a 
roach clip that looks like a small 
motorcycle and a variety of 
decorative mirrors used in cutting 
cocaine. 

Smith said the couple started by 
manufacturing incense in a garage 
and that gross annual sales are 
now about $200,000. They employ 
eight workers, including Mrs. 
Smith’s father, whom she described 
as ‘‘very straight.’’ 

If ordinances like Upland’s 
become widespread, Smith said they 
could “force a hardship’’ on stores 
that have limited space for the 
separate rooms or enclosures man- 
dated. 











Upland resident sues Caltrans 


over Foothill Freeway indecision 


An Upland resident whose land 
is bisected by the proposed route of 
the Foothill Freeway filed suit this 
week against the state, contending 
indecision over the freeway’s 
extension has greatly reduced the 
value of his property. 

Nelson Gray named the state 
Department of Transportation 
(Caltrans) as the defendant in his 
inverse-condemnation suit filed 
Tuesday at West Valley Superior 
Court in Ontario. 

The suit estimates the value of 
Gray’s land in the freeway right-of- 
way at $250,000 and says damage to 
his remaining property, because the 
state allegedly has made it 
unusable, is $350,000. 

Gray is seeking damages for 
inverse condemnation in an amount 
to be determined by the court, along 
with the cost of his suit and other 
relief the court ‘‘may deem just and 
proper.” 

The long-time resident of Upland 
owns 20 acres at the southwest 
corner of Euclid Avenue and 20th 
Street. The suit states operation of 
his citrus groves no longer has 
“significant value.” 

Gray filed suit against the city of 
Upland in November of 1977 after 
the planning commission and city 
council denied his application for a 


te 


tentative tract map in 1976. 

He sought the map in hopes of 
selling his property for the 
development of single-family homes 
on half-acre lots. 

Gray’s attorney, Major Langer of 
Long Beach, said Thursday the suit 
brought against Caltrans will not 
affect the similar inverse- 
condemnation suit filed last year 
against Upland. 

He said the two suits could be 
joined in the future, but he termed 
this consolidation unlikely. 

The suit against Caltrans notes 
Gray has continued to pay property 
taxes — $7,000 in 1977 — while 
waiting for a state decision on the 
fate of the Foothill Freeway. 

The California Transportation 
Commission is expected to consider 
the Foothill Freeway at hearings in 
San Bernardino Jan. 25 and 26. 

One subject for the commission 
will be whether to begin a full-scale 
review — recommended by 
Transportation Director Adriana 
Gianturco — that could lead to the 
route’s removal from the state 
freeway system. 

Langer said he delayed pressing 
legal action against Upland and 
filing suit against Caltrans while the 
state Supreme Court considered a 
similar inverse-condemnation ‘suit

involving a freeway route, since 
abandoned, in Sacramento County 


That decision was released in 
October. 


Upland City Attorney Donald 
Maroney said the ‘Jones decision” 
seems to have direct bearing on 
Gray's suit against Caltrans for two 
reasons: the Supreme Court ruled 
the state can be sued for tying up 
property use (inverse 
condemnation) and the plaintiff 
may receive damages for the period 
the property is in limbo. 


Ron Beck, an attorney in the same 

firm as Langer, agreed with 
Maroney’s analysis, adding that in 
both suits against Caltrans the state 
is accused of unreasonable delay. 


Gray’s suit against Caltrans 
refers to repeated efforts to find out 
from state officials the dimensions 
of property that would be taken for 
the freeway and the date acquisition 
could be expected. 


“The department would not 
commit itself one way or another as 
to whether the proposed Route 30 
state freeway would be built, and if 
so, whether it could be constructed 
across (the) plaintiff's land,’ the 
suit states. 


Upland ok’s 
mutual aid 
agreement 


The Upland City Council 
has authorized the city fire 
department to join in a new 
mutual aid pact with the 
fire departments serving 
Ontario, Montclair and 
Rancho Cucamonga. 


A key principle of the new 
agreement, scheduled to be 
carried out sometime early 
next year, is that 
firefighters from the 
nearest fire station will 
respond to fires, even those 
outside their city limits. 


Councilman Frank 
Hoover Nov. 20 said fire 
chiefs from Upland, Ontario 
and Montclair fire 
departments and the 
Foothill Fire District 
serving Rancho Cucamonga 
are coordinating guidelines 
for the new agreement so 
one department will not be 
providing an imbalance of 
service to another. 


In addition to cutting 
response time, the 
agreement is also aimed at 
augmenting manpower 
without extra cost.

1,4‘We're going to have fires this 
year_again...related to the season,” 
lamented William Anderson, On- 
tario fire safety control officer, 
after listing numerous causes of 
holiday fires which sometimes 
result in death 
People have fire hazards in their 
homes at Christmas that they do not 
have the other 11 months of the 
year, said the fire department of 
ficial, citing Christmas gift wrap 
pings, overloaded circuits, substan 
dard electrical decorations and 
flammable fir trees as major 
sources of fires 
Families are going to increase the 
number of fire hazards in their 
homes and become more careless 
about observing fire safety rules, he 
concluded 
‘Alexander and fire inspector 
Kenneth Woodward offered a few 
‘suggestions which they said could 
save lives and certainly a lot of 
property if families will just take 
the time to be careful 
‘‘Under no circumstances should 
‘candles be used on a tree,” declared 
Woodward, adding that extreme 
caution should be observed when 
candles are in use elsewhere in the 
chome. Young children should be 
‘carefully watched while candles are 
tburning, he said 
< If a party is planned or people are 
idrinking alcoholic beverages, 
«‘‘candles probably should be avoided 
altogether,” interjected Alexander.

And families should not neglect 
the equally hazardous conditions 
which can result from the improper 
and unsafe use of electrical 
decorations, according to Alex- 
ander 

“They're (residents) going to use 
older light cords, older extension 
cords. They're going to save a dollar 
or two but with very serious conse- 
quences,” he said, cautioning that 
citizens should examine electrical 
decorations carefully before using 
them 

Frayed cords, exposed wires and 
malfunctioning fixtures can easily 
short out and start a fire, according 
to fire officials who think it is worth 
the extra few dollars to protect a 
family’s safety 

People should be careful not to 
overload the house wiring with elec- 
trical decorations, they added. 

And without thinking about what 
they are doing, ‘‘a lot of people will 
take an aluminum tree and string 
electrical lights on them,’’ said 
Alexander. 

“They're not designed for elec- 
trical lights, they’re very conduc- 
tive,” he added, saying that they 
should be spotlighted. 

Before any electrical decorations 
are purchased the buyer should 
make sure that the item carries the 
Underwriter Laboratory seal which 
means the fixture has been tested 
for minimum safety standards, 
Woodward said. ° 

But, he continued, many items, 
especially imported ones, can have 


a counterfeit seal because it is il- 
legal to sell any electrical appliance 
that has not been tested. The only 
way to ensure that an item has been 
thoroughly inspected is to buy 
domestic products, he explained 

And while many residents may be 
careful about using electrical 
decorations, several less obvious 
fire hazards are overlooked, con- 
tinued the fire officials 

Christmas trees should be proper- 
ly maintained so they do not dry out 
and they should never be placed 
near any source of heat. A dry 
Christmas tree burns easily and 
generates intense heat, they said 

Package wrappings should be dis- 
posed of immediately, but not in the 
fireplace where they can start a 
flash fire. They should be placed ina 
metal container and put out with the 
trash. 

And there is a second danger 
attendant to burning Christmas 
wrappings in a fireplace 

“Chances are 99 percent were go- 
ing to have some roof fires,’’ said 
Alexander, adding that buring the 
colorful paper in fireplaces is ‘‘a 
very, very bad practice.” Burning 
embers scatter easily, they said. 


Alexander encouraged anyone 
with questions about fire safety dur- 
ing Christmas to call the fire depart- 
ment and ask questions or ask a fire 
inspector to visit them in their 
home. 


“If they're that concerned, we'll 
do it,” he said.

The West End’s dairy industry, al- 
Teady beset by the flight of those 
who could not resist large profits for 
their lands, has been urged to stay 
here and fight for its destiny. 

The dairymen were told their 
“hour of decision’’ extends over the 
next four months but if they wait 
that long their decision may come 
too late. 

State Sen. Ruben Ayala said legis- 
lation is about to be introduced in 
Sacramento that would take away 
local contro! over agricultural zon- 
ing and place it in the hands of the 
state Legislature 

And Bob Rigney, director of envi- 
ronmental improvements for San 
Bernardino County, said the county 
will hold hearings in February and 
March on the agricultural elements 
of the West End. 

“If you are interested in the out- 
come of those hearings, you’d better 
follow them very carefully,” he told 
the dairymen at a special meeting 
sponsored by the Chino Valley 
Chamber of Commerce and _at- 
tended by city and county officials. 

“We need some direction from 
you people on which way your indus- 
try wants to go ° 

But his warning as well as the ad- 
monishments of the Chino City 
Council, the Chino Valley Chamber

cials went unanswered at a mass 
meeting for the dairy industry. 

The dialogue the chamber had 
sought turned out to be one sided: 
only two of the 70 dairymen who at- 
tended the meeting at the Commu- 
nity Building even asked questions. 
Apparently the dairymen had come 
to listen. 

Much of what they were told they 
already knew: 

— That a lot of agricultural land 
already has been turned into resi- 
dential and industrial subdivisions 
at up to $40,000 an acre. 

— That there is a lot of pressure 
to further curtail the present land 
preserved for dairies, 

— And that the closest land suited 
for agriculture beyond the West End 
is 50 miles away. 

What they apparently didn’t know 
was how important, they are to the 
community and how badly the com- 
munity leaders want them to stay 
here. 

Both the chamber and the city of- 
fered them professional help to de- 
cide how to accomplish that. They 


suggested four alternatives: 

— To incorporate and form their 
own city. 

— To annex to Chino. 

— To annex to Ontario. 

— To remain as a separate zone of 
influence for agriculture, protected 
by the Local Agency Formation 
Commission. 

In any case, Dave Huckaby, presi- 
dent of the chamber, told them that 
the first thing the industry needs is a 
master plan of action. 

‘Plans need to be developed to al- 
low those who want to sell their land 
to do so, but not at the expense of 
those dairies that wish to remain,”’ 
he declared. ‘‘Consideration should 
be given to a plan that is compati- 
ble. We believe that a master plan is 
essential.” 

Huckaby said the dairy industry is 
“the foundation of our whole econ- 
omy as well as the basis for our: 
standard of living. It is therefore 
with a selfish interest that we are 
trying to maintain the dairy indus- 
try in the Chino Valley.” 

He offered the chamber as a mod- 
erator for future meetings

A California professor of economics has called it 
“nonsense’’ that $7 billion will be saved through the 
effects of Proposition 13 

Dr, Gordon Douglass of Pomona College, speaking 
recenfly, at a Cal Poly campus forum, also called it 
‘‘ngive’’ to think the short - term influence of the proposi 
tion won't be drastic 

And He predicts that the long-term effects of the tax 
limiting initiative will eventually be termed an ‘‘historic 
evém” by historians 30 to 40 years from now who will 
write ‘about its influence on the growth of California and 
how that related to the rest of the country 

Douglass said the short-term effects of the initiative 
which cut approximately $7 billion of property tax money 
from the coffers of city and school district budgets 
throughout the state, will be to limit and roll back the 
size of local government at all levels 

Even in its first stages, according to Douglass, the im 
plication is to ‘roll back all taxes local, state and 
federal 

But Douglass said the supposed $7 billion in savings is a 
myth because approximately $2 billion of that tax money 
will be siphoned oft by the tederal government because it 
will no longer be a ‘‘recordable deduction’ on the federal 


income tax

When asked whether churches and individuals will 
provide some of the services and assistance once given 
by cities to the poorer segments of society, Douglass 
said, ‘‘no.”’ 

“Tyranny of the majority is what Proposition 13 is,”’ 
Douglass told the audience. 

Douglass said increased property values of the inner 
city will cause mass migration of California’s poor to

OMSD to seek help in search

Despite a split board vote and 
strong teacher association opposi- 
tion, a consulting firm will probably 
be hired by the Ontario-Montclair 
School District to help select a re- 
placement for Superintendent Jack 
Jones, the district board decided 
Thursday. 

Dr. Jones resigned his position 
last month to accept a job prome- 
tion in a private company. 

The decision was unofficial but di- 
rected district administrators to be- 


gin notifying consultant firms and 
investigating the cost of hiring one. 
A special public meeting was set for 
7 p.m. Jan. 2 in the district offices, 
950 W. D St., Ontario, to begin the 
process of hiring a firm. 

Trustee Bill Hennie was the only 
board member who disagreed with 
the concept of hiring a consulting 
firm. 

“I feel we have\qualified people 
within the district who could not 
only do the screening but could do 
the job of superintendent,’’ Hennie 
said. 


“| think it’s a slap in the face for 
all of those people who elected us if 
we hire a consulting firm,” Hennie 
said. 

Noting that residents voted to 
keep school district costs down with 
their overwhelming support of Prop- 
osition 13, Hennie added, ‘‘I think 
the board is going against the wishes 
of the voters by hiring an outside 
firm. 

“It’s a total waste of money and 
taxpayers have already told us to 
stop spending money needlessly,” 
he said. 


Former executive director sues 


S.B. County Medical Society

A former executive director of the 
San Bernardino County Medical 
Society has sued his former 
employer for $1 million in damages. 

In a suit filed in San Bernardino 
Superior Court, William S.J. van 
Erp alleges that his professional 
reputation was harmed when the 
medical society said he was forced 
to resign earlier this year on 
grounds of ‘‘gross negligence.”’ 

The medical society was accused 
of making that statement in connec- 
tion with van Erp’s application for 
state unemployment benefits, which 
van Erp was granted anyway. 

Van Erp said in a telephone inter- 
view Friday that he asked for a 
retraction of the medical society’s 
statement, which also said van Erp 


“failed to comply with the con- — 


ditions of the position.’’ But he said 
no retraction was issued. 

Van Erp said he is also seeking 
severance pay and benefits amoun- 
ting to $22,075. 

Officials of the medical society 
were not available for comment Fri-

day night. 

Van Erp, 43, was the executive 
director of the San Bernardino 
County Medical Society from Jan. 1, 
1977, until May 26 of this year. He 
was assistant executive director of 
the Sonoma County Medical Society 
for five previous years. 

Van Erp’s suit also names as 
defendants five organizations af- 
filiated with the county medical 
society and Dr. Fred Gattas,_an 
Upland specialist in internal 
medicine and this year’s president 
of the medical society. 

Van Erp said he had received no 
previous hint from the society’s 
board of directors that the doctors 
were dissatisfied with his perfor- 
mance as executive director. 

He pointed to a letter of commen- 
dation from the society’s 1976-77 
president, Dr. W. Benson Harer of 
San Bernardino, and a salary in- 
crease and $500 cash bonus in 
November 1977 as evidence in sup- 
port of his performance.

— Gattas; Dr. Daniel Gorenberg of

CART also counts among 
its notable members racing 
greats AJ. Foyt and Al 
Unser, this year’s triple 
crown champion: Team 
McLaren and former 
driver-turned builder Dan 
Gurney 

The dissident group, 
which has already lined up 
several races for its own 
championship series, has 
agreed to make the Sports 
Car Club of America its 
sanctioning body for the 
next five years. 

Despite behind-the-scenes 
efforts to resolve 
differences, USAC 
president Dick King 
admitted the split was 
‘serious.’ 

“USAC will go on,” he 
said. ‘‘We have five other 
divisions and we sanction 
Indianapolis. Right now it’s 
a Mexican standoff. 

‘I'm not optimistic 
enough to foresee a solution 
but there are some things 
going on I can’t really talk 
about.”’ 

Driver Johnny 
Rutherford, a two-time 500 
winner, said as far as he 
was concerned USAC “‘is 
through.” 

“Tt got away from us,”’ he 
said. ‘‘The people we hired 
to run it got the idea they 
were USAC. They were 
telling us what to do. What 
happened is the car owners 
got fed up. 

‘We're going to race 
somewhere next year for 
sure, for a lot more money. 
We'll be getting up with the 
times.” 


The board of directors of 
USAC, which was founded 
in 1955 to replace the 
American Automobile 
Association as sanctioning 
body in racing, last month 
unanimously rejected a 
proposal to share control of 
championship racing with 
the owners 

The CART group 
requested formation of a 
separate board to govern 
USAC's National 
Championship Division, 
which includes the triple 
crown of racing — the 500- 
milers at Indianapolis. 
Pocono and Ontario 

The plan presented by Pa- 
trick called for 
establishment of a special 
12-man board to govern the 
championship circuit, with 
six members coming from 
the USAC board and the 
other six from CART. 

The proposal was 
rejected, said USAC 
Chairman Reynold C. 
MacDonald, -because ‘‘we 
feel we must continue to 
function in the best 
interests of all our 
members. They include not 
only car owners, but also 
drivers, mechanics. race 
organizers, manufacturers 
and sponsors.” 

However, USAC agreed to 
some of CART's 
recommendations regard- 
ing engines and the size of 
wings on championship 
cars. CART leaders said 
they sought rules that would 
make race cars more com: 
petitive and requested more 
saypn a television package 


King charged the group 
headed by Patrick, Fletcher 
and Penske wanted to run 
‘the whole thing.

Local cities received more than $1 
million from the November 
allocation of sales and use tax 
receipts, announced Iris Sankey, 
member, State Board of 
Equalization. 

Included are Ontario, $312,500; 
Montclair, $252,500; Upland, 
$172,500; Fontana, $116,000; Chino, 
$91,000, and Claremont, $57,500. 
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Trustee Sam DiGiovanni, appar- 
ently speaking for the majority of 
the five-member board, said, ‘‘I 
think in all fairness to the school dis- 
trict and the taxpayers, and for 
what is the best for everybody, we 
should hire a consultant.’’ 

He added that a consulting firm 
should proceed ‘‘with the under- 
standing hat we'll open it (the posi- 
tion) up to the state and the nation.’’

Citing a cost of about $2,000 to 
hire such a consulting firm, DiGio- 
vanni said, ‘‘For the cost it’s money 
very, very well spent and it will as- 
sure everyone that we tried to get 
the best man for the job.’’ 

“I can’t believe we can get any 
consulting firm for only $2,000,” 
Hennie said, ‘‘and I think it’s money 
we could well use somewhere else.”’ 

The Ontario Montclair Teachers 
Association bitterly opposed the hir- 
ing of a consulting firm, and Beverly 
Cowan, association president, told 
the board why. 

“It is an insult to the intelligence 
of the citizens of this community 
and to the employees of this district 
to hire outside help,’’ Mrs. Cowan 
said. ‘‘Committees in the past have 
done an excellent job” of locating 
and recommending responsible peo- 
ple. 

She also noted, ‘‘It is a waste of 
taxpayers money in this post-Propo- 
sition 13 era when the dollar must be 
closely guarded against wanton 
spending.”’ 

‘*(And) it is an insult to the voters 
when you, the board, are telling 
them that you are not competent to 
do the job you were elected to do,” 
Mrs. Cowan said. 

Rose Kelber, board president, re- 
sponded, ‘‘Just because we were 
elected does not mean we can know 
everything. I personally still have a 
lot to learn and I’m not a bit 
ashamed by asking for help from an 
expert (consultant ).”’

With stumbling steps he 
hurried to the church and to 
the organ — silent for so 
many years. With trembl- 
ing hands he pressed the 
keys and once again the 
music sounded out on the 
clear night air. 

In their homes the people 
stood amazed. “‘It is the 
organ master,’’ they cried. 
“He is playing for Christ- 





mas Eve.” Joyfully they 
streamed out of their 
homes, across the snowy 
streets, to fill the church 
again. 

As the doctor hurried on 
about his calls, he heard the 
organ and his heart bowed 
in thankfulness. 

‘‘A miracle,’’ he 
whispered. ‘‘And all 
because of a book filled with 
the healing love of the 
Great Doctor above.” 

He looked from the hilltop 
to the lights below, and 
beyond he saw the lights of 
another town. And then 
another. Many towns. Many 
people with hearts filled 
with bitterness. 

“It’s a beginning,’’ he 
murmured. ‘‘Each Christ- 
mas Eve I will go forth with 
this book of love.
